If we hear a 
big oaf of sixteen, on being threatened, say 
ho will go and tell uiama, wo smile. What 
kind of a gufl'aw tlien should salute the idea 
of a nation, in all but nmno, having nearly 
50,000 drilled men, begging for' protection 
against n mob of undrilled, nnorganized 
semi-savages headed by a man whoso ex- 
ploits cor.:);rJt of having munleiod a few 
nuarmed. unresisting traders. It the Do- 
minion blue books- are correct, it requires 
no protection from rebellion, ot any r»n'.)te- 
ly probable invasion, except a self-rolinnt 
determiuation of tho people to resist; and 
after putting an adverse tarill'aiul allempt- 
ing manufacturing eoiiipetitiou against the 
mother country, an appeal there wDiild bo 
most contenijitible now, e.^iieeiall}- when 
her bravo defenders have full occupation in 
other and more assailable poiiionsof the 
empire. That same "Xational Policy," 
which should be called "i'lan-[ioIiey, " bus 
damped more than the "old buly's ' ludoi- 
for the Dominion, for by it unllyiiiL; pro- 
vinoes, especially British Colnmbia, aro 
taxed to pay a tribute to Ontario; and all 
can see that in the latter its end will be to 
bring poverty, suffering aud discontent 
which hot-bed indtwlries bring wherever 
they aro cultivated. This is no time to 
think of such matters, but as st eondary, 
for every Uritish subj(-i't in every i]rovinc<' 
shoiilil eoiisiiler tirst the iireHervation of the 
empire as a whole, no matter bow ilisenst- 
ed and angry we may have become at |ii'tti- 
foj^gini^ stiitesniiuisbip. M'itli sui-li a spirit 
abroad, rebellion or inviisioii I'liii oiil\ eiiil ;

Account or the Kliirdcr or Tlio- 
jnits Scott. 

The Ottawa Sun of a late date haa tho 
fidlowing article in reference to the mur- 
der of Thos Scntt in 1 870: 

Tho unfortunate evoiits transpiring just 
now in the Northwest, instigatod by tho 
miicbinationB of< Louis .>E,lel, recall with 
vivid interest tho atrocious butchery of 
Thomas Scott in the svinter uf 1870. Tho 
circumstances of tho rebellion, tho at- 
tempt of the loyalists of tho Rod Hiver 
valley iindor Dr. now Senator Schultz, to 
surjirise the insurroctionists, tho accident 
by wilich a well planned coup de main was 
frustrated, the capture of Dr. Schuliz and 
his loyal followers, his escape, and the 
exasperation of Kiel which wreaked tho 
vengeance of his diaappointmont upon the 
unfortuiiato Scott, will remain fresh in 
tho minds of most people, now living, who 
reinember tho rebellion of IS70 in iMaiii- 
toba. Tho Toronto Globe of that day 
gave tho following terribly faithful and 
tragically graphic account of this infamous 
aisassinalion : 

"Tho truth concerning this horrid 
butchery is aluioiit too revolting fur pub- 
lication; but I have the moat unqueatioii- 
ablo authority for the following details:— 
Tho unfortunate young man was aliot by 
three executioners about twelve o'clock in 
tho day, and while ho was writhing on 
tho ground a drunken half • breed 
ran nii to him to riiiiah him 
with his revidver. Tho fellow was so 
ilninl;, howi'ver, that ho put his pistol to 
poor i-jcott's luad obli(|uely, and the ball, 
wliich,^truck beluiv the temple and for- 
ward uf the ear, simply graised the skull, 
and came out near thu nose, beneath the 
eye. Tho shot stunned tho victim, and 
ho was thrust into the collin and placed in 
the bastion, in cliaigo of a half breiMi 
sentinel. The night was bitterly cold, 
ami -.vb.ilo tile aeiitiiiol was [laciiig his 
rounds at 11 o'clock, ho heard Scott call- 
ing out strongly in ISiiglish. He did nut 
understand what he said, but Riel and 
others Were aummoiu-d, and to these 
Scott Slid: "For (iod's sake either liillsh 
me or take lue out of this, for 1 am free'/- 
ing " Tina was fully elevmi lionr.s aft<tr 
the pocpi- I. How had been llirnst into his 
Collin. More thu i-tory breaks oil', us far as 
anything is certainly known. Eiel and 
olio other, whoso name ia not kiiow-n, 
w«!,-e left alone with their victim, and the 
rep.irt of three [liitol shots were heard, 
lini of. the following day at noon the 
murdered man w-as distinctly heard nuit 
terinu' incoherently in his cuflin. Still 
later, wbeii^howas buried, his brains pro- 
truded thriiuuh a ghastly breach in his 
forehead, and ho boro the lim|) and life- 
like! appearance uf one hut recently dead. 
Tbm is a liorrnl story to loll, but it is 
Knnly believed liy tho beat informed men 
in ihtt settlement. It is no wonder th^-.t 
Kiel refused to give up tho body to be the 
gha.-itly witness .igaiiist himself and his 
fellow butchers, I neglected to state 
that till! lirst tiiri'e ahoLs took oU'oct in tho 
uoforiuiiate man's body, and that neither 
ibey nor the pistol shot by tho draiikoii 
half breed were knon-n tu be necessarily 
fatal. jVIany think they were not. The 
murder is not talkud of in the settlement, 
as it enrages Uiel to havo it referred to. 
Many half breeds profosa to diabeliev e tho 
siaieinouL ilmt ^'.oolt wi.a cAouut.id ur nil." 

There are aomt- additional facts, how- 
ever, in ci iinectioii with thia cnnio, which 
are not generally known, gathered from a 
reliable source, and published last year 
by the writer in tho St.' I*iiul Pioneer 
I'ress, which lend new features of horror 
to the' terrible tragedy cif h'nvi (l.iny. .\t 
the date of thi.s iiuirder, a newspaper was 
pnl)lished at (iarry called iho-NovvNa- 
lion, which was either the willing niouth- 
picue >f Kiel, or win imiiressed into ser- 
vice .'.s ituch, edjtod by It retired -Enelish' 
olUcer, by name Major llobinson, Tho 
in.itmgcr of the otiice was Mr ( Jeorge B. 
Wiiisbip, now proprietor of the Oraiid 
Ii"..rk9 (Dakota) Abiming Herald, and a 
leading public man in that territory. Mr. 
WiMsliip's statement is to tho oU'ect that 
in thtj afternoon, of the day of t'ne tr.-xg- 
edy,- MajiSrltobiiisoii was anmnioned by 
Riid to the fort, for the purpose, as lie 
exprossial it, of roeoiving iiHtructioiis 
for an article justifying the ao-calied 
execution. In about an hour Major 
Robinson returacii in such a alato of 
nervous proil.ration that he was quite 
incapable of doing wjiat was required of 
him; iu fact he did not recover from tho 
horror of what ho llud seen and hoard, 
and shortly after left tho country 
for EnL;!aud. The circuinstaiicus related 
by Major Kobinaoii to Mr. Wmaliip were 
these: That on roaohiiig the Fort ho found 
tho provisional ciiuncil in ft stale of in- 
to.xication, lliel being tho oidy ono among 
Iheiii at all ill the poasesiow uf his sober 
senses. When Riel entered upon an ex- 
pliiiialioii of wli It had been done. Major 
IJoliiiisoii refused to credit the fact that 
the ileed had been actually perpetrated. 
"Come with me," said Riol, "and I will 
.show yon." Together they proceeded to 
tilt! sipiare in tlu! iiilerior of the fort, .iiid 
to one of the slic!(ls ranged aloiTg the in- 
terior of the wall:-., which were used by 
tho Hudson Bay Goinpaiiy for storage 
purposes. In front of this a soiitry was 
pacing. Kiel.entered , the door, accom- 
panied by Major R-)binson, and as thu /of-^ 
iner pointed to tho rude wooden box which 
lay there, Major Robinson distinctly 
heard these words [iroceed from the living 
tomb of this unfortniiate murdered man: 
"()h, how I suffer ! For God's sake lot 
ino out of this ! ' Horror-str.'ckeii hu 
hastily riitired. Riel caino to the door, 
called the sentry and closed .tbe door, 
Imniediately after, Major llohinsdn heard 
two roports of a revolver, at deliborato 
intervals. This was tho end of tho life of 
'I'homaa Scott. Alajor llobiiison declared 
that the sentry was armed oti|y^.with his 
ritlo. Tho inference as to by whose hand 
poor Scoit's soul was sped to meet his 
Maker, is plain. Lotus Riel is not only 
the judicial murderer of .Scott, but ho is 
uiidoubteilly his per.soiiid butcliL'r. 'I'o 
fully com|irelu!iid this tale of horror, it 
must bo uiiilerstood that this man had 
been enclosed alive, dreadfully^wounded, 
and left exposed in the bitter cold from 
the time of tlie oxccntioiVfor several hours 
afterwards. Ilow many death agonies 
pce rSc'ti !!ndured in those awful lioura, 
can hardly he realised by human imagina- 
tion. . -• .
